Council and the state mediator 
met for six hours last Friday 
and again all day on Monday 
in attempts to reach an 
agreement. It was reported 
that little progress was made. 

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael, 
spearheading the marathon 


sessions, reported an all-out 
effort is being made to settle 
differences • between the 
parties He said current talks 
are endeavoring to clarify the 
positions of both sides on some of 
the issues involved in the labor 
controversy for presentation 


this week to the city council and 
union leaders. City hall is 
remaining open on a limited 
basis during the strike. 
Supervisory personnel and 
non-union employes are 
handling city hall services.

Referendum set 
on airport plan

A referendum vote to 
procure the official views of 
Van Buren Tow nship voters on 
the proposed $100 million 
expansion of the W’illow Run 
Airport has been approved 
unanimously by the township 
board. 

The special airport advisory 
vote will be conducted along 
with the May 16 presidential 
primary ballot. 

The proposed airport 
expansion has been a major 
controversy in Van Buren 
Township since its

The proposed airport 
expansion will take a quarter 
of the township, Gollwitzer 
reports. It would take 1,850 
acres of township land, plus 
more than 700 homes, business 
sites, factories and two 
schools, in addition to the Van 
Buren Township Hall. 

At iuc req u:t oi the 
supervisor, the township 
board has hired an additional 
attorney to handle just the 
township’s battle against the 
airport expansion. He is Ann 
Arbor Attorney Karl R. 
Frankena of the law firm of 
Conlin, Conlin, McKenney and 
Meader. 

Frankena also is president 
of the Ann Arbor chapter of 
Sierra Club and is “quite 
knowledgeable” on the 
airport’s expansion proposal, 
Gollwitzer stated. 

Frankena has been 
instructed to draft the 
wording of the airport 
advisory vote as well as the 
wording of a referendum also 
to be voted on May 16 on the 
establishment of a Building 
Authority to own, operate and 
develop Belleville Lake. 

The supervisor reported the 
township is seeking the 
transfer of Belleville Lake 
from its owner, the Detroit 
Edison Co. (see story on the 
lake transfer elsewhere in this 
issue). 

Gollwitzer added he felt the 
lake question was related to 
the airport as the proposed 
expansion would have a 
tremendous effect on 
Belleville Lake.

An ordinance to establish a 
secret witness plan to 
encourage citizens to relay 
information they might have 
regarding criminal acts 
within Romulus has been 
approved by the Romulus City 
Council. 

The ordinance, the first of 
its kind for the city, provides 
for monetary rewards for such 
information and establishes 
specific methods for providing 
information and receiving 
rewards. 

The rewards will be paid on 
the basis of $100 for 
information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of any 
persons perpetrating a crime 
of stealth or destruction of 
public or private property, 
and $50 for the arrest and 
conviction of persons 
committing offenses of 
littering. 

Persons submitting 
information are to turn in a 
written unsigned statement. 
This statement must contain 
the name and address, if 
known, of the alleged offender 
together with the time, date 
and location of the offense and 
a brief summary of the 
information the secret witness 
may possess. 

For the purpose of later 
identification, the person 
supplying such information is 
asked to place a seven digit 
number in the upper right 
hand corner of the statement 
he submits 

The secret witness also is 
asked to submit a sealed 
envelope containing on its face 
the same seven digit number 
that is on his statement and 
enclosed in the sealed 
envelope his name, address 
and telephone number. 

Upon receipt of such 
information, the city will turn 
over to law enforcement 
officials the information and 
retain the unopened envelope 
containing the same identity 
number on the front This 
envelope will be kept in a 
safe, secure place

challenger to Pizzimenti. It instead pulled a dark horse into 
the running by nominating William Gagnon, former board 
member from Ypsilanti Township who had just minutes 
before been voted back on the board as a member-at-large. 

The administration backers’ attempt to get treasurer 
Roger Remer elected as a member-at-large failed, although 
they did get John L. O’Brien, of Wayne re-elected to another 
four-year term in that capacity. 

O’Brien polled 20 votes along with Gagnon, while Remer 
and incumbent Roy A. Berger each received 19 votes. Berger 
and O’Brien were the only members-at-large whose seats 
were up for election. 

The board’s pro-administration faction had hoped to get 
Remer in as a member-at-large, thus giving Flat Rock a 
chance to name a replacement and give the board another 
pro-administration backer. 

Gagnon was then nominated 
from the floor to run against 
Pizzimenti, who topped him 
with 25 votes to Gagnon’s 21. 
All 46 board members were 
present last night, but 
members-at-large were not 
eligible to vote in the member- 
at-large election. 

Gagnon. Ypsilanti Township 
supervisor, resigned from the 
board 10 months ago because 
of the "constant consternation 
and argumentation” which 
has plagued it. 

"I didn’t feel I could be 
effective,’’ Gagnon said last 
night, adding that when he left 
he had just been elected 
township supervisor and felt 
he needed time to become 
accustomed to his new job. 

Gagnon said he decided to 
run for chairman because the 
hoard had been divided so long 
under the present leadership 
and he felt it "isn’t going to 
gel any better." 

He had been on the board for 
nine years before quitting. 

Remer was re-elected by 
acclamation after Brancho 
Gegich of River Rouge with- 
drew' his name. McNeeley, 
who will serve his fourth year 
as board secretary, was re- 
elected 29-17 over John 
Trellay of Trenton, who was 
removed from the board last 
year. The secretary’s position 
is the only one which could go 
to a non-member of the PCHA 
Twu seats on the board’s three 
member executive committee

Labor Mediation Board in 
Detroit. 

Contract negotiations 
between Local 214 and the city 
began in June, 197 1. Since then 
the labor dispute has been 
presented to a state labor 
mediator and to factfinder 
Leon J Herman of the 
Michigan Employment 
Relations Commission. 

The factfinder, according to 
union officials, found that 90 
per cent of the union demands 
were justified. 

The 1971 employment 
contract expired in April, 1971. 
Employes have been working 
without a contract since, and 
on Feb. 17 went on strike. 

Joseph Valenti, president of 
Local 214 has stated the local 
is not striking against the City 
of Romulus “because we want 
more money than the federal 
pay board would allow.” 

He reported the strike is for 
the continuance of benefits 
employes gained under the old 
contract, in addition to what 
the pay board would allow' 
under the new wage 
proposals. 

I’nder the old contract, the 
city provided longevity pay, 
payment of unused sick leave 
at the time the employe leaves 
the city and arbitration of 
grievances. Valenti charged 
the city does not want to 
return to the language of the 
old contract involving 
employes benefits. 

The city’s latest offer 
ranged from 18 to 70 cents per 
hour depending upon employe 
classification, according to 
Valenti. 

He added that employes are 
w illing to settle the dispute by 
accepting the 5.5 per cent 
salary increase (or higher) 
that may be allowed by the 
federal pay board and the 
resumption of benefits the city 
wants to eliminate or reduce. 

The city’s position, 
according to Mayor 
Carmichael, is that the city 
council wants the final say on 
arbitrating employe 
grievances.

Guess what it costs 
to operate legislature 


Do you know w hat it is costing every person 
in Michigan to operate the legislature this 
year in the manner to which the taxpayer is 
becoming accustomed? 

Would you believe $2.03? 

That doesn’t include the $250 million 
income tax increase effective last Aug. 1 or 
the proposed $83 million gasoline tax 
increase. 

But it’s fashionable for those dealing in 
large sums of money to simplify it all for the 
man on the street who might get the notion 
that the legislature is no bargain. 

Public utilities do the same thing, 
petitioning the state for a $21 million rate 
increase and expressing it to the public as 
pennies a day, or week or a month. 

For example, Senator William Faust, 
whose 13th District includes most of Western 
Wayne County, argued against the purported 
savings possible by reducing the two chamber 
legislature of 148 members to a single house 
of 76. 

“Presently, each Michigan citizen 
contributes 31 cents a year to support 148 
legislators,’’ he said. 

Or, to make it clearer, the legislature cost 
everybody the price of two cups of coffee and 
a penny and it wasn’t such a burden after all, 
was it, heh heh? 

Faust’s Figures defy any combination of 
legislative costs ever devised in Lansing. 

This year the legislature is spending at 
least $18,043,633 on itself for $17,000 salaries, 
for secretaries and aides, for remodeling its 
offices, for printing and mailing, telephone 
charges and you name it. 

Hun that through the computer and it 
comes out to $2.03 for every man, woman and 
child in Michigan. In 1970-71, the legislature 
^P*nt $12,915,032, or $1.65 per capita. 

So in five years the cost of operating a 148- 
member legislature has more than doubled, 
\ from $7,709,684 in 1967-68 to $18,043,633 this 

Dri rp went to $9,186,828 in 15*8-69, to 
982 , 161 in 1969-70, to $12,915,032* in 1970-71. 
Gov. William G. Milliken recommended a 


cutback to $16,348,277 for the next fiscal year, 
cutting out the $2.3 million used this year to 
pay for remodeling Senate offices. 

Legislature-watchers figure that even in an 
election year for the House and an 
increasingly distressing financial bind the 
$2.3 million will be restored, and simplified. 

But consider it another way on the measure 
of what $18 million can buy in other parts of 
the budget proposed for 1972-73 by Milliken. 

Milliken is asking for $8,203,600 for special 
programs for the mentally retarded, 
$24,143,030 for the Michigan State Police 
patrol and investigation operations and 
$10,557,106 to operate Oakland University. 

Even the $18 million figure for the 
legislature this year is incomplete because 
neither the Senate nor House has yet started 
action on the inevitable supplementary 
appropriations. 

It wasn’t contemplated, for example, that 
the Senate would need gold draperies for the 
chamber windows or the arrangement of the 
50 state flags over the rostrum. 

Nor did the House expect to have to prop up 
the east and west galleries for safety, a 
danger discovered during an engineering 
check to determine if they would support 
plexi glass shields. 

So it will cost more to operate the 
legislature this year. 

The rationale for remodeling the capitol 
even as planning progresses for a new one 
west of the present site provides an 
enchanting insight. 

Building a $100 million capitol will require 
financing, say, over the next 20 years. That 
means at least $5 million a year over that 
period. 

So, if we’re going to spend $5 million a year, 
think of the money we’re saving by spending 
less than that on remodeling the old capitol, 
or: 

“Let’s not buy a new submarine this year, 
dear, and with the money we save we can 
vacation at Cannes and have ^nough left over 
for a new station wagon.”

Recently I was invited to speak before a group of 
citizens concerned about education in Michigan. 
There is no doubt in my mind but that there is 
continuing confusion about future school Financing, 
and it is not likely that this cloud will be lifting 
within the next month or two. 

There is one cloud that I hope will be lifted before 
the next shipping season starts. Some of you may 
recall that several months ago I introduced 
legislation that would provide a stiff penalty for 
those who are scofflaws and poor citizens while 
operating a ship close to shore. 

My bill would make it a misdemeanor to “blow” 
the stacks of a ship while traveling in waters where 
the outfall would drop on land. With the current 
concern about environmental pollution, it seems to 
me that this is one way to help a problem peculiar to 
this area without costing anyone a single penny. 

Anyone who knows anything about the operation 
of these vessels knows that with just a little plan- 
ning it is not necessary to blow out the stacks of a 
maritime vessel while tnat ship is close to land 

In the Great Lakes there is more than sufFicient 
area to blow the stacks in areas where the outfall 
does not harm any land area and, with the state of 
technology, probably does not affect the quality of 
the water in those lakes. 


The odd part about the bill is the resistance some 
people in and out of government have to it. Perhaps 
they have never tried to wash windows that have 
been smeared with greasy soot, or tried to sweep off 
walks that smear huge black marks with every 
stroke. Perhaps they simply aren't interested in 
being good neighbors and good citizens. 

Despite the delaying tactics, I will continue to 
make every effort to have this bill on the books 
before the shipping season begins in earnest. 

As all of you know, the legislature has worked on 
two major areas in recent days. One is 
congressional reapportionment, and the other is the 
so-called highway-mass transit package. 

There has been some progress on congressional 
reapportionment, but the legislature is working 
under a very difficult deadline imposed by a federal 
court suit that is now- pending. 

The court seems to feel that unless a final plan 
was to be adopted by Tuesday, it would go ahead 
and decide the issue. I feel this is an arbitrary ac- 
tion, one that fails to recognize the difficulties in 
fairlv apportioning the 19 congressional seats on a 
difficult basis that has been imposed by the United 
bt?»tes Supreme Court. 

In other words, the courts themselves are

responsible for the problems we now face in the 
legislature and once again the courts are at- 
tempting to take over what rightly is a function of 
the legislative branch of government. 

By narrow votes, the House of Representatives 
passed the highway-mass transit package. I would 
like to make it clear to every citizen of the 11th State 
Senatorial District that I have not yet decided 
whether to support or oppose these bills. I will make 
my decision on what is actually before the senate, 
not on what someone says is before the senate, or 
what someone thinks is before the senate. 

These bills are extremely complex; and the 
decision on whether to vote for or against them 
must be based on what the bills will cost the people 
of the district, and what they will give in return for 
the gasoline tax increase in the way of possible road 
improvements and possible relief of pressure on the 
property tax.

Lansing report 


State employes eye 
grievance change 


Michigan’s 148 legislators 
and the voters who send them 
to Lansing are undergoing an 
identity crisis as the times 
grow more troubled. 

They all are searching for 
some connection between 
campaign promises and 
performance and confusion 
romps untrammeled. 

Troubled city officials 
gathered in solumn conclave 
to denounce the state’s 1969 
compulsary arbitration law 
for policemen and firemen 
and protest its extension for 
three years. 

It was an almost solid bloc, 
a mass of opposition that 
under most conditions of 
action-rection would have sent 
lawmakers back to their desks 
to slay the dragon for the 
cities. 

So the cities got this 
advice from Senator Robert 
VanderLaan (R-Kentwood), 
the Senate majority leader 
after listening to his 
prediction the extension bill 
would become law. 

“We know that citizens elect 
those who vote for compulsary 
arbitration,” he said. “You 
shouldn’t ask others to come 
to Lansing and pull your 
chestnuts out of the fire for 
you.” 

He urged the cities to take a 
close look at the incumbents 
and the candidates w r ho want 
to succeed them and vote for 
the man who will represent 
them best in Lansing. 

It’s not at all elementary, 
my dear Watson. 

Suddenly a pillar of the 
community, a bright young 
man or someone seasoned in 
the Rotary Club or a revered 
school superintendent wakes 
up the day after the election 
and finds he’s a legislator. 

And just as suddenly the 
pressures build from the big 
industry lobbyists, from the 
labor unions, from the groups

which gave him substances as 
a political person. 

These are the elements 
which give him clout in 
Lansing, not the city officials 
and the block clubs or the 
people who went to the polls. 

Legislators are at constant 
war with themselves trying to 
be a catalyst for their many 
worlds, trying to coordinate 
them into a guide for his own 
conscience and for his 
political future. 

Too few of them achieve this 
happy condition where they 
are masters of their own fates, 
captains of their own souls, or 
true representatives of their 
own districts and all its 
elements. 


Thus VanderLaan has a pat 
ending to his public speeches' 
to answer criticism of the 
legislature which he describes 
as the last open forum 
available to the man on the 
street. 

Nobody even in this defiant 
age pickets the courts or 
circulates petitions attacking 
the decisions of the judiciary. 
Even the governor is exempt 
in most cases from expressed 
raw emotions. 

And most of the criticism of 
the legislature is the fault of 
the newspapers, he says. 

“Parenthetically, the 
newspapers seem to be more 
interested in belittling us then 
getting the message across 
about what’s happening 
here.” he said. 

It was a fact - and still is - 
that the Senate spent, and is 
still spending, tax money to 


remodel offices with new 
carpeting, paneling, rich 
furniture and kitchenettes. 

It was a fact - and still is - 
that legislators go on junkets 
at taxpayers’ expense and it is 
a fact that legislators 
surround themselves with tax- 
paid staffers that some claim 
to be incompentent for the 
jobs they hold. 

It is a fact that private deals 
are made and these are 
reported whenever they can 
be proved. 

It would be more serene for 
some legislators if 
newspapermen were barred 
from the capitol and the most 
democratic forum in 
government could operate in 
secret, a rhetorical 
contradiction. 

Every four years the 
senators go back to their 
districts to face the voters 
again and it happens every 
two years for the House 
members. 

The great value of 
VanderLaan’s position is that 
the voters, as intelligent and 
as aware as they tend to be in 
other areas, might be talked 
into keeping better track of 
their legislators. 

A starter would be to ask a 
legislator how and why he 
voted on a controversial issue 
or, in some cases, why he 
didn’t’ vote at all 

Select an issue - property 
tax assessments, abortion 
reform, the transportation 
package, compulsary 
arbitration - and ask for a 
legislator’s clear and definite 
statement of his position. 

The gap between the 
legislator and the man on the 
street in his home town has 
never been greater To 
operate at peak efficiency, 
both have to keep track of 
each other. 

And comes election day and 
an incumbent survives, he’ll 
be a better legislator for it.

Woman claims board 
denies parents' rights 

To the editor: 

On attending the Feb. 21 Huron School Board meeting, 
parents in the audience were again treated to a Fine example 
of the Huron School Board’s attempt to take away the rights 
of parents. 

One parent was told by a board member to “shut up,” 
Another, who was on the agenda to inquire about a complaint 
she had made previously, was told that the board would not 
allow her to speak in public. The board refused to listen to her 
unless she would agree to go into executive session with 
them. They also refused to allow her husband to accompany 
her. 

The State Board of Education law: 38.104 (M.S.A. 152004) 
states: 

A. The hearing shall be public or private at the option of the 
teacher. (The teacher who was involved was not present at 
the time). 

B. Both the teacher and the person filing charges may be 
represented by council. (The parent was not informed of this 
right.) 

It was the opinion of many that this parent was 
discriminated against, and the whole affair was handled 
illegally by the board. 

Again we in the audience witnessed the Huron School 
Board making and breaking rules to suit its own needs. 

This School Board had asked parents with complaints to go 
through what it (the school board) has designated as correct 
channels. This parent did and the end results were: they still 
refused to take action on her complaint. 

My summary of all this is that the altitude seems to be that 
the school board has its rights, the teachers have their rights, 
but the hell with the parents’ rights!

ORDINANCE NO. 72-60 i 

SECRET WITNESS ORDINANCE 

An Ordinance to establish a secret witness plan to en- 
courage citizens to relate information which they might 
have regarding criminal acts within the Gty of Romulus; 
to provide for monetary rewards for such information; to 
establish specific methods for providing information and 
receiving rewards; to provide for the funding and ad- 
ministration thereof. 

WHEREAS the crime rate within the City of Romulus is 
such that the City Council deems it desirable and in the 
interest of good government to establish a secret witness 
plan to gain information necessary for the arrest and 
conviction of persons perpetrating certain criminal acts 
within the City. 

THE CIT\' OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. SHORT TITLE. This ordinance shall be 
known as the “Romulus Secret Witness Plan.*' 

Section 2. Any person having personal knowledge of the 
h! commission of a criminal act involving stealth or wanton 
ard intentional dumping on private or public property or 
* . destruction of private or public property and who may 
i unwilling to offer such information to police 

i agerJies or city officials, may submit such information in 
1 writing to the City of Romulus and receive a monetary 
reward therefore. 

Seijtion 3. A person submitting such information shall 
submit a written statement unsigned. Such statement 
shalltontain the name and address, if known, of the 
alleged offender together with the time, date and location 
ot the offense and brief summary of the information which 
such witness may possess. For purpose of later iden- 
tification, the person supplying such information shall 
place a seven digit number in the upper right hand comer 
of the statement which he shall submit and shall enclose in 
a sealed envelope containing on its face the same seven 
digit number as of his statement his name, address and 
telephone number. All of the above information shall be 
sent tothe City of Romulus or its designate in an envelope 
addressed to the City or such other organization as the 
City shall select. 

Sectioi 4. Upon receipt of such information the City 
shall tun the written statement over to the proper law 
enforcement authority and retain the unopened envelope 
containing the identity number on the front. Such en- 
velope shall be kept in a safe, secure place by the person 
or organization selected by the City Council as a guardian 
of said identity envelopes. All infor ation received 
hcit-under shall be time and date stamped by the 
recipient. 

Section 5. In the event that the information given by 
such secret witness leads to and is a contributing factor to 
the arrest and conviction of the person or persons com- 
mitting an offense as defined herein, the envelope con- 
taining the identity number of the secret witness shall be 
submitted to a committee composed of three persons 
chosen by the Mayor with the concurrence of the City 
Council, to screen and determine to whom the reward 
should be paid. 

Section 6. In the event that more than one person shall 
submit the same or similar information which leads to the 
arrest and conviction of a person committing a criminal 
act as hereinbefore defined, the committee may, at its 
discretion, divide the reward among the witnesses in 
equal shares. In no event shall more than one reward be 
paid for each reported criminal act. 

Section 7. All rewards shall be paid by the City upon 
recommendation by the committee hereinabove 
established. The rewards shall be paid on a basis of one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of any person perpetrating a crime 
of stealth or destruction of public or private property, and 
fifty dollars ($50.00) for the arrest and conviction of 
persons committing offenses of littering. 

Section 8. All rewards shall be paid from a fund 
established by the City Council for such purpose and 
which shall be initially funded by a grant in the amount of 
$2.000. 00. Subsequent additions or deletions may be made 
to or from said fund by the City Council as it shall deem 
necessary. Contributions from the general public may be 
made to said fund 

Section 9. All statements and identification envelopes 
shall be kept for a period of one year from the date of 
receipt If after such time period, no arrests or con- 
victions result from the information presented to the City, 
such information and identification envelope shall be 
destroyed by the City Gerk. 

Section 10. It shall be unlawful for any person including 
members of the committee hereinabove established to 
disclose or to publish the identity of any person who shall 
submit a statement under Paragraph 3 hereunder other 
than to members of such committee. 

Section 11. This ordinance shall take effect immediately 
upon publication in the official City newspaper.

“Some of those recalling Super /isor Elmer Parraghi and 
Treasurer Mrs. Amanda Roberts may be or have been 
members of the association ( UHAS) They are acting on their 
own and not through UHAS. 

The United Homeowners Association of Sumpter is a non- 
political organization. Those signing the recall petitions did it 
on their own and are in no way connected with the UHAS.

Car inspections 
higher passage 


show 

rate 


While Michigan vehicle 
inspection figures show a 
gradual increase in the 
percentage passed by check 
lanes in the past five years, 
participating police express 
concern over the high rate of 
rejection of some safety- 
related equipment. Col. John 
R. Plants, state police 
director, said. 

Plants reviewed a report by 
his department’s traffic 
division which showed a 
passing rate of 31.4 per cent 
for 321.600 vehicles in 
inspections made in 1971 by 
state police and 23 local police 
departments. 


Some improvement in 
Michigan motorist attitudes 
toward vehicle maintenance 
and repair was credited by 
check lane officers for the 
state’s better passing rate. 

In the random check 
program’s first year, 1967, the 
passing rate was 18.9. The 
next year it was 25.8 Then it 
rose to 27.9 in 1969 and to 30.3 
in 1970. 

Plants cited these findings 
from the 1971 summary: 

1. One in four vehicles had 
one or more tread-bare tires. 

2. One in six vehicles had 
brake deficiencies. 


3. One in two vehicles had 
light defects of some sort. 

4. Late model vehicles had 
deficiencies too, which 
involved 46 per cent of the 
1970 models tested, 31 per cent 
of 1971 vehicles, and 19 per 
cent fo the 1972 models. 

5. Driver license violations 
were issued to 24,494 persons. 
This included 1,261 drivers 
with revoked or suspended 
licenses. 

6. Citations were issued to a 
total of 66,838 drivers either 
for violation of equipment 
laws or of driver or vehicle 
credential laws. 


Faust co-sponsors 


State bill regulating 
migrant camps OK’d 


Legislation-cosponsored by 
State Sen. William Faust (D- 
Westland) that provides for 
the licensing and regulation of 
migratory labor camps 
passed the Michigan Senate 
last week. 

The measure will eliminate 
difficulties that have been 
experienced in administering 
the migrant labor camp 
licensing program. 


“This legislation," said 
Faust, “will establish 
stronger standards for 
migrant worker camps in 
Michigan. It will also improve 
the program enforcement by 
permitting local health 
agencies to take part and 
provide adequate protection 
for migrant workers when 
serious health and safety 
hazards exist in the camp.

A Belleville army sergeant 
has been presented with an 
award for “outstanding 
meritorius service’’ while 
serving as chief enlisted 
advisor, 2nd Brigade, 70th 
Division (training) Flint. 

He is Sgt. Maj. Jimmie L. 
Ellis, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Claude E. Ellis of 930 E. Huron 
River Dr. 

Ellis is assigned to Advisor 
Team 51, United States 
Military, Vietnam Assistance 
Command. In the U.S. Army 
for 27 years he has been in 
Vietnam for five months. 

The citation for the 
Meritorius Service Medal, 
presented by Col. Joseph R. 
Franklin, C O. 21st Division 
Combat Assistance Team, 
Advisor Team 51, CaMau Run 
on Feb. 17 states: 

“Sgt. Major Ellis 
distinguished himself by 
outstanding meritorious 
service while assigned to the 
U.S. Army Advisor Group 
(USAR), Indianapolis, from 
Aug. 26 1969 to Aug. 30 1971. 

Serving as Chief Enlisted 
Advisor, 2nd Brigade, 70th 
Division (Training), Flint, 
Michigan, he displayed

“Loopholes in the present 
state law,” he said, “have 
allowed camp owners to 
violate various sections 
because it was impossible to 
prove in court that terms of 
the law had been violated. 

“The legislation passed by 
the Senate will close these 
loopholes and stop camp 
owners from circumventing 
the law.” 

The measure also provides 
that each day a violation of 
state law is allowed to 
continue constitutes a new 
violation. 

A labor camp is defined as 
land and all tents, vehicles, 
buildings or other structures 
used as living quarters for five 
or more migratory workers. 

A migratory worker under 
the act would be a person 
working or available for work, 
who moves seasonally one or 
more times from one place to 
another from within or 
without the state for work. 

Faust said that the proposed 
legislation stipulates that a 
person who violates a law on 
migrant labor camps would be 
guilty of a misdemeanor.

In 1945 Mr. Burke, a 
Rotarian for 30 years, reached 
retirement age and then he 
and his wife took to traveling 
with the seasons, making 
Belleville their hometown in 
1950. The couple has resided at 
17 Liberty Street ever since. 

MRS. BURKE, who is 91, 
was bom in W’apakoneta, Ohio 
in 1880 and was graduated in 
1901 from the New England 
Conservatory of Music in 
Boston. Following their

Oversupply of teachers 


is large problem in Michigan 


The State Board of Education has received a 
study showing Michigan has an oversupply of 
teachers and prospects for new’ teacher availability 
that, if unchanged, will constitute a problem of 
monstrous proportions by 1980. 

"This is the first really hard analysis of the trend 
that we have knowm existed for some time,” said 
state board President Dr Edwin L. Novak, Flint, 
it shows clearly we are producing thousands of 
qualified teachers who are not and won't be needed 
in the classroom. 

“It not only supports and gives added impetus to 
certain steps which the board has already taken in 
this area, it also points w’ays in which we must chart 
our future course so that young people are not 
mislead into training for teaching positions that 
simply won’t be there. 


"Perhaps equally important, the compilation of 
these data and the indications for the future that 
they provide should lead us to seek ways in which 
those already qualified to teach, but unable to find 
jobs, can be retrained or otherwise utilitzed to the 
maximum benefit of society,” Novak said. 

The study does not attempt to pinpoint exactly 
how many qualified teachers are not now teaching 

— either by choice or because they cannot find jobs 

— but cites existing evidence that clearly indicates 
there is now an oversupply of teachers. Emphasis of 
the study is on projections of supply and demand 
from this point forward. 

"Supply and demand .ire simply out of balance in 
the teacher job market,” Novak said. 


Qualified teachers from all sources — mainly 
Michigan public and private institutions of higher 
learning, and out-of-state institutions are expected 
to supply Michigan with 21,561 teachers available 
for jobs in 1971-72 alone. 

"Even an optimistic estimate of need would be 
that 8,338 new- teachers will be able to find jobs in 
1971-72, and the need may only be on the order of 
5,211 new teachers. 

"These figures from the data in our study clearly 
say that in terms of newly trained teachers alone. 
Michigan will for the 1971-72 year have an over- 
supply of at least 13,222 teachers, and perhaps as 
high as 16,350 new teachers for whom there are no 
jobs,” Novak said. "And this is without even taking 
into account those qualified to teach who for one 
reason or another are not teaching right now. 


Brings together 100 

Ecumenical meet held 


The first in a series of

verion of the Apostles’ Creed. 

Serving as discussion 
leader, William Jenkins 
introduced the presentation 
and discussion portion of the 
evening by stating the purpose 
of the ecumenical council - 
"To develop communication 
and understanding between 
churches." A filmstrip, ‘‘A 
Foundation for Dialogue,” 
opened with a brief summary 
of the Reformation and the 
development of ecumenism. 

The formation of the World 
Council of Churches, which 
includes more than 200 
denominations throughout the 
world, and Vatican II and its 
subsequent actions developed 
further an understanding of 
the ecumenical movement. 


A series of pictures on the 
Catholic Church centered on 
and explained the seven 
Sacraments and stressed the 
fact that the Holy Eucharist is 
the focal point and undergirds 
Catholic faith and life. 

Following the filmstrip 
showing, the group broke up 
into 10 small groups for brief 
buzz sessions out of which 
came one significant question 
from each group directed to 
Father Skoney for response. A 
panel of the other clergymen 
present also participated in 
the question and answer 
period. 

Presentation of frames 
explaining the faith and 
practices of the Lutheran 
Church was followed by the 
same form of development of 


questions to be answered by 
Pastor Koch of the Lutheran 
Church of the Aposltes. The 
evening closed with a prayer 
and benediction by Pastor 
Koch.

"If present trends in teacher 
training continue as projec- 
ted, Michigan will have 
available an average of about 
15,000 to 19,000 new teachers, 
for whom no teaching jobs are 
projected, every year through 
1980," Novak said. 

“The evidence clearly 
shows: (1) public and non- 
public school enrollments, 
which determine need for 
teachers, will level off in this 
decade. (2) the gross annual 
supply of teachers will greatly 
exceed demands, if present 
and projected trends persist, 
and (3) there is no longer any 
pressure on teacher education 
institutions for high volume 
teacher production. 

"For more than a quarter of 
a century we lived with a 
shortage of teachers and spent 
enormous effort trying to 
catch up with demand 
"We have caught up with 
the demand.” Novak said. 

Limitations in the study 
received by the board are fully 
recognized, and variations 
from the projections may well 
arise from many factors that 
would or could increase — or 
decrease — demand for new 
teachers. 

"But even allowing for the 
possibility of large error — 
and we really don’t think the 
projected supply and demand 
figures are very far wTong — 
the trends are so un- 
mistakable that we must do 
things right now to start 
dealing with this new' 
problem," Novak said. 

"What are some of the 
things that might be done? 

“First, data presented to the 
State Board of Education 
show that there is some 
geographical inequity in 
teacher supply and demand — 
that is, certain kinds of 
teachers can’t be found where 
they are needed. Also, there 
are some vacancies in certain 
teaching specialties. The 
board will undertake to 
identify the precise dimen- 
sions and causes of these kinds 
of thing, and decide how to 
deal with them. 

"Second, we need to warn 
parents and young people that 
they should take a hard look at 
this supply and demand 
situation before deciding on 
teaching as a potential career. 

"Third, we will want to 
pursue certain courses 
already set in motion by the 
board that will assure only the 
best and most highly qualified 
teachers are actually em- 
ployed in the classroom. This 
will, it may be assumed, in- 
clude a careful look at com- 
petency and performance 
screening of some sort, both 
prior to full certification as a 
teacher and after placement 
in the classroom. 

'’Fourth,” Novak said, 
“board members clearly 
indicated that we must search 
for steps that will utilize the 
great talent pool of teachers in 
new ways — retraining, new- 
programs, or what have you — 
to the benefit of our citizens. 

Novak noted that Michigan 
teacher training institutions 
produce a large percentage of 
the national total of teachers 
graduated each year, and 
there are additional factors 
making Michigan attractive 
for teachers. 

“Michigan teacher salaries

General Motors’ crash- 
resistant bumpers and 
American Motors’ blanket 
warranty were chosen the 
most worthwhile 
developments in 1972 cars by 
16 of 25 top auto writers across 
the country* who responded to 
a questionnaire posed by the 
Automobile Club of 
Michigan's Motor News 
magazine. 

Complete results of the 
survey are published in the 
February issue of Motor 
News, reaching over one 
million Auto Club members 
throughout Michigan. 

As one of the most 
significant developments in 
the 1972 models, General 
Motors’ impact-resistant 
bumpers received support 
from 64 per cent of the writers. 
American Motors’ new 
warranty, which covers 
virtually the entire car for 12 
months or 12,000 miles, was 
heralded by 95 per cent of the 
poll as another boon for 
motorists 


cent of the writers who 
answered the poll - even if air 
bags added no extra cost to the 
price of a new car. 

Most who disliked the air 
bag gave fear of accidental 
inflation as the basic reason. 
Some told Auto Club they put 
more faith in a better seatbelt 
and shoulder harness system. 

Again, 76 per cent agreed 
new car buyers should be 
given a choice between air 
bags or some equally effective 
system, with some adding that 
the choice should include, “no 
system at all if the motorist 
wants none.” 

Ninety-five per cent of the 
writers said that the new 
American Motors warranty 
plan is a good idea and proof 
that the auto industry is trying 
to win consumer favor. 

Laurels for the most 
improved car for 1972 went to 
Ford, with Torino and 
Montego figuring 
prominently. Mechanical 
changes, not simply new 
styling, were offered as the 


chosen for top quality and a 
good all-around buy in the 
domestic sub-compact field. 
Engineering, looks and the 
concept of a scaled down 
“Chevy” were given in 
support of the decision. 

Asked which would be the 
best prospect for leading the 
U.S. sub-compact sales in 
1972, the writers also favored 
Vega (The poll was 
comoleted before current 
production problems). 

Volkswagen retained its 
title as best of the foreign sub- 
compacts, with the Japanese 
Toyota running a not-so-close # 
second Boosters of the 
“Beetle” cited quality, 
reliability, price and the best 
dealer network for foreign 
cars as a hard to beat 
combination. 


Ironically, more than half of 
the writers agreed that 
consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader’s criticism of the 
Volkswagen and VW Minibus 
is justified However, many 
rationalized that the smaller 


Low price, one of the factors 
that made many of the 
imports such a success in 1971 . 
will have less bearing on sales 
during the 1972 model yet r 
Although a majority felt t.ie 
imports’ high quality 
contributed to much of their 
appeal, 52 per cent believed 
import sales would decline in 
the next five years due to 
domestic competition, rising 
prices abroad, plus the cost of 
meeting new safety standards 
in the U.S. 


.Most writers thought the 
current trend in federal 
legislation on how cars should 
be built was good, except in 
the area of cost increases On 
that count, 44 per cent felt the 
new regulations would prove 
bad in the long run. 

“Limousine-driven polit- 
icians on expense 

accounts, in federally bought 
cars, w ill tell peons how much 
to pay for autos,” said one 
writer. 


In defending government 
standards, another said, “It is 
sure to cost more money, but 
so far government and 
pressure groups have made 
the auto industry do things it 
said it couldn't.” 

While there are many good 
points to the 72 models, most 
of the writers thought gas 
mileage and performance 
would not be among them 
Many blamed the trend 
toward anti-pollution devices. 


The federal emissions 
standards for 1975 and 1976 
models were believed too 
stringent by 60 per cent of the 
writers, with some even 
convinced the air today is not 
all that dangerous. 

Asked which car they would 
buy if cost and upkeep were no 
factor, most writers preferred 
the Lincoln Continental Mark 
IV over Cadillac, with Rolls 
Royce and Mercedes-Benz 
close behind. 


On the other hand., if 
economy were the only factor 
in original cost and upkeep. 
Volkswagen and Dalsun were 
tied for first with the 
American Motors Gremlin 
second. 

Thirty-nine U.S. auto 
writers received the survey, 
and 25 responded on topics 
ranging from what they 
thought was the most 
improved car for 1972 to which 
autos they would buy 
personally

have been spent. Dr. Alan Chen, chief anesthesiologist at 
Annapolis, first approached Dr Klicka, about the program 
last August. 

Although Dr. Klicka admits to be “cautious” about the 
plan, following considerable conversation among members 
of the hospital’s medical staff, the executive director felt the 
program had merit. 

Two of the main figures in the open heart surgery program 
are Dr. Alfred Lui and Dr. Paul G. Fimschild. Dr. Lui, a 
member of the surgical staff at Annapolis as well as a 
member of Wayne County General Hospital’s surgical staff, 
and Dr. Firnachild, a chest surgeon from Dearborn and a 
longtime member of the Outer Drive Hospital medical staff 
(PCHA hospital), will be the two doctors heading up the 
surgical team. 

According to Walter S. Wheeler, administrator at An- 
napolis, Dr. Lui has been performing about two open heart 
operations per week at Wayne County General Hospital for 
the past 22 months, and has become renowned inthisareafor 
his highly successful performance of this type of surgery. 

Dr. Firnschild has been performing open heart surgery at 
Harper Hospital in Detroit. 

Wheeler feels a good indication of the quality of surgery 
performed by Dr. Lui’s team is the fact that the University of 
Michigan furnishes WCGH with residents in surgery and 
encourages them to aid Dr. Lui in performing this surgery as 
part of their training 

The rest of the open heart surgical team will be comprised 
of Dr Bernard Bercu, Dr. Omar Guevara, Dr. Luis Ruiz and 
Dr. Benjamin Son, all cardiologists, and Dr. Chen. 

Finishing out the team will be an extra corporeal 
technoligist.who will run the pump, and scrub nurses.

According to Dr Klicka, Annapolis will not have the 
problem many general hospitals have that must maintain a 
surgical team which they only use once or twice a month. 
Klicka explained that the team at Annapolis will be paid for 
its services only for the days it is used. 

He also explained that although special equipment 
required for the new procedure will probably run between 
$25,000 and $30,000, the hospital’s women’s auxiliary is 
“ready to offset the total cost.” 

Basically there is only one reason behind the idea to begin 
such a program at Annapolis - need. Wheeler has reported 
that a list of patients referred to Dr. Fimschild from the 
PCHA area over a 12-month period indiciates there is a 
“genuine need for additional surgery of this type.” 

“There seems to be no question that some additional 50 or 
more of these procedures could be performed at Annapolis 
Hospital in any 12-month period,” the administrator said. 

Wheeler said one of the basic problems causing the backlog 
in potential surgical cases is the fact that the operation takes 
eight hours. The hospitals can only allot so much operating 
time for such surgery. This limits the number of operations 
which can be performed by asurgical team at any one 
hospital 

“It appears that many more patients w'ould be candidates 
for this procedure if operating time were available,” 
Wheeler said. 

There is another reason which points favorably toward 
Annapolis’ decision to begin the open heart surgery plan. 
Wheeler has pointed out, in previous attempts to “sell” the 
idea, that many families find it “extremely difficult to divide 
time between visiting their loved ones in the downtown 
centers and taking care of responsibilities at home in 
outlying area.” 


“Expressways are not always the answer to patient and 
family conveniences. It is a fact that many times traffic is 
jammed to a standstill on these major arteries. Simple 
convenience for patients and relatives dictates that certain 
candidates for this surgery would be best served in the local 
hospital, provided trained teams and proper equipment are 
in evidence,” Wheeler explained. 

According to the hospital administrator, most of the 
patients who will be candidates for open heart surgery will be 
“principally from the PCHA area.”

How state aid to schools is formulated 

By WILLIAM FAUST, State Senator. 13th District 



EDITOR’S NOTE: The following Is the first three parts of a 
series of articles by State Sen. William Faust concerning 
school financing In Michigan. 

About 43.5 per cent of the cost of operating our public 
schools is met by state aid and about 3.7 per cent by federal 
aid. The largest share, some 52.8 per cent, comes from local 
property taxes. 

We frequently hear property taxes being criticized as 
inequitable because they bear so little relation to the ability- 
to-pav of the individual taxpayer or taxpaying firm. 

When our schools are forced to depend primarily upon 
property taxes, another type of inequity becomes apparent - 
the vast differences in the taxable resources available to the 
various school districts. 


If a school district contains a large number of such high- 
valuation facilities as manufacturing firms and shopping 
centers, a comparably low rate of taxation may finance a 
child’s education adequately. If the district contains little 
more by way of a taxable “base” than residential areas of 
moderately-priced homes - such as exists in Westland, 
Garden City. Wayne and Inkster - an extremely high level of 
taxation may not be sufficient. 

School districts are generally compared in terms of state 
equalized valuation (SEV) per pupil. By this we mean the 
amount of property valuation available to be taxed for the 
education of each student. 

The average Michigan school district has an SEV of more 
than $18,000. However, some districts are far less fortunate, 
with SEV’s of $10,000, $5,000 and, in one instance, $2,098 

In our immediate area, virtually ail four cities are below 
state average. Area school district SEV per pupil figures 
include: Inkster. $8,140; Garden City, $8,358; Cherry Hill, 
$10,186; Taylor, $11,781; Wayne-Westland, $13,060; West- 
wood, $15,942; Livonia, $18,898; Plymouth, $26,190. 


On the other hand, fully 47 “rich” districts can boast SEV’s 
of $35,000 or more. Two have SEV’s of slightly more than 
$347,000. Yes, that’s right, $347,000! 

We levy property taxes in terms of mills, or tenths of a cent 
per dollar of valuation. So each mill of taxation produces $35 
in a $35,000 district and less than $2.10 in that $2,098 district. 

In the two $347,000 districts, each mill levied produces $347 
— more than 165 times as much as in the state’s poorest* 
district! 

The legislature attempts to compensate for these inequities 
by giving poor districts larger amounts of aid and rich 
districts lesser amounts. The 1971-72 formula prescribes a 
per-pupil “net allowance” of $559.50 minus 14 mills for 
districts with SEV’s of $17,000 or more, and $661.50 minus 20 
mills for districts with lower SEV’s. 

This rather complicated formula produces the following in 
basic state aid per pupil:

$35,000 districts receive $69.50 
$30,000 districts receive $139.50 
$25,000 districts receive $209.50 
$20,000 districts receive $279.50 
$15,000 districts receive $361.50 
$10,000 districts receive $461.50 
$5,000 districts receive $561.50 

However, this considerable variation in state aid fails to 
compensate for the differences in resources available to the 
individual districts. Inequities still exist, serious inequities! 
The average school district currently levies about 26 mills for 
operating purposes. 

We aren’t average! Wayne-Westland schools are about 38 
mills. 

Let’s examine the total per-pupil revenue realized, state 
aid included when citizens in various districts pay exactly the 
same 26-mill tax on homes of equal value: 

$35,000 districts receive $979.50 
$30,000 districts receive $919.50 
$25,000 districts receive $859.50 
$20,000 districts receive $799.50 
$15,000 districts receive $751.50 
$10,000 districts receive $721.50 
$5,000 districts receive $691.50 
These inequities are even more glaring when examined 
from the reverse standpoint of how much property tax the 
various districts must impose to have the same amount of 
operating revenue as the average $18,000 district, which 
receives about $488.80 from a 26-mill levy and some $2%. 30 in 
state aid. for a total of $785.10. 

$35,000 districts must levy 20.45 mills 
$30,000 districts must levy 21.52 mills 
$25,000 districts must levy 23.02 mills 
$20,000 districts must levy 25.28 mills 
$15,000 districts must levy 28.24 mills 
$10,000 districts must levy 32.36 mills 
$5,000 districts must levy 44.72 mills 

In other words, it currently costs the average homeowner 
in a $5,000 district more than twice as much to support an 
adequate educational program as it does the owner of an 
identical home in a $35,000 district to support the same 
program! 

A homeowrer in a $10,000 district must pay more than half 
again as much as a home owner in a $35,000 district to 
provide a comparable educational opportunity for his 
children. 

Where school construction is concerned, these inequities 
are multiplied many times over, since the local property tax 
is presently the sole revenue source for bonding and debt 
retirement. 

It costs a home owner in a $5,000 district fully seven times 
as much to build a school as it does the owner of an identical 
home in a $35,000 district to build the same school ! 

This is the problem that has brought about increasing 
demands for school financing reform from educators, from 
legislators, from the general public and, more recently, from 
the courts. 


Michigan ranks 41st

the state level with property taxes levied within local school 
districts. 

All such states have “rich” school districts and “poor” 
districts in terms of state equalized valuation (SEV), the 
value of property available to be taxed for the education of 
each pupil. 

Recently, the National Education Finance Project ranked 
the 50 states according to the degree of “equity” or equality 
of combined state-local funding — found in their distribution 
systems. 

Hawaii, which funds schools entirely from the state level 
and is in effect one single school district, ranked first with the 
highest score possible. 

Michigan was ranked 41st. Only nine other states were 
believed to have school-financing systems less equitable than 
ours. 

In preparing the study that led to this ranking, the various 
systems by which states distribute funds to local districts and 
determine the amount due each district were divided into 
four general categories. 

1. The states of Utah and Wisconsin utilize what is 
variously called the “equalted SEV” or “guaranteed tax 
yield” system. 

This was the basis of the so-called “Spencer-Ryan Plan” 
proposed here in 1970, and of the revised form of this plan 
presently being proposed by Representative Roy Spencer of 
Attica. 

This system, which will be discussed later in detail, strives 
for equity — not in terms of equal dollars per pupil, but in 
terms of equal per-pupil returns to school districts making 
equal self-taxing efforts. 

State Aid is distributed to the districts in such a way that 
any given “local effort” tax level brings the same amount of 
money per pupil in all school districts, rich or poor. 

For example, suppose all districts in Michigan were to be 
“equated” at $30,000 SEV per pupil. 

A $5,000 district could levy 20 mills of property tax, raise 
$100 per pupil locally and receive $500 in state aid. 

A $25,000 district could levy 20 mills of property tax, raise 
$500 per pupil locally and receive $100 from the state. 

Both would have exactly the same $600 to spend in 
educating each pupil. 

The State of Utah, which utilized this system most com- 
pletely, was ranked second only to Hawaii for equity by the 
National Educational Finance Project. 

The State of Wisconsin, also basing its distribution of state 
aid on this sytem, however, was ranked 20th. 

2. The states of Rhode Island, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Vermont, Massachusetts and Iowa use a variation of this 
plan that is called the “percentage equalizing” or “state aid 
ratio” system. 

These states compute the state aid due each school district 
by comparing the SEV of the district with the state average 
and then allocating state funds in inverse proportion to the 
taxpaying ability of the district. 

ut tnese states, Rhode Island was ranked third Demna 
Hawaii and Utah. But Massachusetts was ranked 33rd and 
Iowa, 38th. 

3. Delaware, North Carolina, New Mexico, South Carolina, 
Arizona. Arkansas and Connecticut use the “flat grant” 
system, distributing state aid on the basis of a certain 
amount per pupil and making no allowance for the SEV of the 
district. 

This would appear to be the most inequitable method of all, 
since rich and poor districts receive the same basic funding. 

Connecticut had the poorest equity rating of any state, but 
Delaware and North Carolina, using the same principle, 
were ranked ninth and 10th respectively. 

4. All other states have a distribution system similar to that 
of Michigan — guaranteeing each district a certain amount 
of state aid or “gross allowance” per pupil, when a given 
degree of local self-taxing effort or “deductible millage” is 
levied. 

Using this system, the states of Wyoming and Alaska were 
ranked fourth and fifth ; yet the states of South Dakota and 
New Hampshire were ranked 48th and 49th. 

In summarizing its exhaustive study, the National 
Educational Finance Project concluded that no state school 
aid system seen today (except for the total state funding 
method in Hawaii) is, in itself, any real guarantee of equity 
among school districts. 

'Hie study reached three general conclusions: 

a. TTie larger percentage of school financing that comes 
from the state level, rather than the local level, the higher the 
equity ranking the state is likely to have. 

b. It appears that a large number and variety of special 
and “categorical” grants from the state level usually 
detracts from financial equalization. 

c. It also appears that a large number of local school 
districts in a state is a factor retarding the development of 
financial equalization. 

As other states struggle with this problem, a continuing 
exchange of information will be helpful. But the unique 
nature of each state’s school-government make-up will 
probably make it impossible for any jointly-evolved program 
to serve as model legislation for all.

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Equal protection, cited 

un Aug. 30, 1971, the Supreme Court of California handed 
down a historic ruling on the question of “whether the 
California public school financing system, with its sub- 
stantial dependence on local property taxes and resultant 
wide disparities in school revenue, violates the equal pro- 
tection clause of th*e 14th Amendment.” 

The court’s answer to this question can be summed up with 
the following phrase from the preface of the decision: 

“We have determined that this funding scheme in- 
vidiously discriminates against the poor because it makes 
the equality of a child’s education a function of the wealth of 
his parents and neighbors. Recognizing as we must that the 
right to an education in our public schools is a fundamental 
interest which cannot be conditioned on weath...we have 
concluded... that such a system cannot withstand con- 
stitutional challenge and must fall before the equal protec- 
tion clause.” 

Since that time, similar rulings have been made by a 
circuit court in Minnesota and a federal court in Texas. 
Legislators, educators and other concerned citizens here 
have been asking a question that is being echoed in prac- 
tically all states, with the exception of Hawaii. 

What do the recent court decisions mean for Michigan? 

This question has a special urgency here, since the sub- 
sequent announcement by Gov. William Milliken and Atty. 
Gen. Frank Kelley that they have jointly initiated action to 
have the Michigan Supreme Court declare our school 
financing system unconstitutional in the same manner and 
for the same reasons. 

Practically all of the determining factors in the landmark 
California decision (Serrano v. Priest) are paralleled In 
Michigan. 

The inequities in per-pupil expenditures among local 
school districts are strikingly similar. In both states, those 
inequities are inherent in the very nature of the school 
financing system. 

In California, 55.7 per cent of educational revenue comes 
from local property taxes - as compared to 52.8 per cent in 
Michigan. In both states, the balance is derived from federal 
funds and miscellaneous sources. 

California distributes state aid to the local districts by 
means of a “guaranteed support” level that is completely 
comparable to Michigan’s “gross allowance” and a 
“hypothetical tax” that works exactly like Michigan’s 
"deductible millage.” 

By way of citing inequities, the California court noted that 
per-pupil expenditures in the state ranged from $612 to $1,414 
in school districts containing both elementary and secondary 
schools in 1969-70. 

In Michigan that same year, the range of per-pupil ex- 
penditures among kindergarten - 12th grade (K-12) districts 
was from $410 to $1,276. It has since widened to an estimated 
$500 to $1,500. 

In light of the strong similarities, there can be little doubt 
that the logic of the California decision, if applied to 
Michigan, would necessitate a drastic restructuring of our 
school financing system. 

It should be made clear that none of the recent court 
rulings “outlaw” or even condemn property taxes as a 
means of school financing. They merely condemn the 
inequities that result when property taxes are levied, at 
varying rates, in districts that are “rich” and “poor” in 
terms of taxable property or SEV. 

In other words, if property taxes were collected uniformly 
throughout a state, and redistributed in an equitable manner 
to local districts, the practice would not be in conflict with 
any of the decisions. 

It might be mentioned that considerable disagreement 
currently exists among educational legal experts, as to the 
exact implications of the court rulings. In general, there 
seem to be two basic interpretations. 

One school of thought, arguing for the so-called “fiscal 
neutrality” concept, merely emphasizes the point that “the 
quality of a child’s education” cannot be “a function of the 
wealth of his parents and neighbors.” 

Other authorities, arguing for the so-called “equal 
educational opportunity” concept, insist that a child’s 
education cannot be dependent upon either the wealth of 
his parents. . .or their willingness to tax themselves to support 
education! 

The difference between these two concepts is extremely 
important, as the legislature ponders pending proposals for 
school Financing reform. 

The first would permit the previously mentioned “equated 
SEV” or “guaranteed tax yield” system, as it exists in Utah 
and as it is being proposed for Michigan by Rep. Roy Spen- 
cer. \ subsequent article will discuss, this proposal in detail. 

The state would maintain “fiscal neutrality” by guaran- 
teeing each school district the same per-pupil return on any 
given level of local taxation, but the decision as to what the 
level should be would remain with the local district. 

On the other hand, the second concept would require the 
state to go beyond “fiscal neutrality” and guarantee each 
student a relatively equal amount of support for his 
education or a relatively equal program offering. 

Local district determinations as to the level of taxes to be 
imposed for financing education would be either non existent 
or very limited. 

It can be hoped that the Michigan Supreme Court will 
clarify this controversy and will offer further judgment as to 
the degree of leeway that might be allowable in deviating 
from a strict compliance with either concept. 

But clearly enough, Michigan’s present system would be 
allowable under neither. 

If our system were subjected to the same constitutional 
challenge, before any court utilizing rationale even remotely 
similar to that seen in California, Minnesota, and Texas, it 
too would fall before the equal protection clause ot the 14th 
Amendment!

On home improvements 

Here’s the answer

Q— Our house has one of 
those small cellars with a dirt 
floor. We have been in the 
house for seven years, but 
only recently has a musty odor 
invaded the cellar. How can 
we get rid of it? 

A.— A musty odor is a sign 
that mildew is present. 
Mildew r is a growth that occurs 
in damp areas where there is 
no sunlight. To get rid of the 
odor, keep the area well 
heated and dry for a period of 
three or four days. Sprinkle 
some chlorinated lime over 
the dirt floor and let it stay for 
a couple of days. Sweep up the 
lime, then repeat the 
treatment. This usually will 
remove the musty odor, but it 
may be back after a period of 
time unless steps are taken to 
get rid of some of the 
dampness. One way to do this 
is to have an exhaust fan in 
one of the cellar windows. On 
a dry day, open a window as 
nearly opposite the fan as 
possible, then turn on the ex- 
haust for a couple of hours. 
Doing this periodically on dry 
days should eliminate most or 
all of the dampness. 

Q.— I plan soon to put a 50- 
gallon drum into the ground to 
use as a dry well, filling it with 
large rocks. How deep should 
it be? 

A.— You should make a hole 
large enough for the drum, 
plus about one foot between 
the top of the drum and the 
surface of the ground. Be sure 


there is a solid top on the 
drum, made of concrete or 
heavy planking Fill with dirt 
around the sides and over the 
drum top and pack tightly. 


select the right kind for the 
job. After this has thoroughly 
dried, you can go ahead with 
the painting even though the 
galvanized downspouts are 
new-. 


Q — I am putting up some 
galvanized downspouts at four 
locations around the house. I 
want to paint them, but seem 
to remember reading some- 
where that new galvanized 
iron should not be painted 
until it has been washed with 
vinegar. Is this true or is it 
just an “old wife’s tale?” 

A.— Regular household 
vinegar has been used for 
many years as a wash for 
galvanized iron which has just 
been installed. But it is now 
generally conceded that it 
may or may not accomplish 
the purpose of weathering the 
metal before it is painted. 
Sometimes it seems to work— 
that is, prevent future peeling 
of the paint— and sometimes it 
doesn’t. It is better to let the 
galvanized surface weather 
naturally for six months 
before painting. Even better is 
to coat the galvanized iron 
with a primer of zinc dust or 
zinc oxide. Tell your dealer 
what it is for so that he can

in a few’ places. I’m a fra id that 
regular gold paint won’t be a 
good match. How can I get the 
proper color match? 

A — Artist materials stores 
(and some hardware and 
paint stores) carry a gilt 
powder that can be used. It 
comes in various shades and 
you can probably find what 
you w’ant.

Choice for flooring 
is virtually endless 


If there is one frequently 
asked question which defies a 
specific answer, it is this: 

Which is the best kind of 
floor? 

There just isn’t any such 
animal. Each type of floor has 
its own characteristics. If you 
know what they are, you can 
make a good choice, 
depending on whether you are 
looking for anything in 
particular or whether you 
aren’t interested in 
practicality but merely want 
what suits your fancy. 

Although resilient floors— 
sheets and tiles— are enjoying 
a great wave of popularity in 
recent years, there are those 
who insist on nothing but 
wood, maintaining that it has 
a feeling of warmth 
unmatched by any other 
material. 

Hardwood floors are the 
ultimate, among them oak, 
birch, maple, beech, poplar 
and even walnut, hickory, 
cherry and teak. Pine is the 
most popular of the softwoods. 
Flooring comes in thin or wide 
strips, squares or parquet 
pieces. The wider the boards, 
the more the tendency to 
expansion and shrinkage 
under certain weather 
conditions. Wood has a fine 
appearance whether given one 
of the surface finishes, such as 
varnish, shellac, lacquer or a 
synthetic, or one of the pene- 
trating sealers. 

In the resilient flooring 
field, there is a wide choice, 
the most popular being vinyl 
asbestos, which can be used 
anywhere in the house or on a 
concrete basement surface. 
The most inexpensive kind, 
asphalt tile, can be used below 
grade or above grade where it 
is not likely to be subjected to 
spilled liquids, especially 
grease and oil. Care must be 
taken not to use paste waxes 
which contain solvents. 


Vinyl tiles and sheets are re- 
silient, comfortable, stain re- 
sistant and easy to maintain 
If you see wide differences in 
the prices of vinyl flooring, it’s 


because some kinds are solid 
and some merely have vinyl 
veneers; also, some have high 
quality backings, some have 
cheap backings. 


Preference dictates 
heating conversions 


Conversions of home 
heating systems are more 
often a matter of choice than 
necessity. Even at average 
costs of $1,000 or more, 
homeowners tend lo improve 
house comfort when they find 
something better without 
waiting for their present 
heating system to wear out. 

This is one of the 
conclusions drawn from a 
survey recently undertaken 
by the Edison Electric 
Institute, an association of 
electric utilities. The nine-city 
study shows that most 
conversion installations are 
made in relatively new 
residences: almost 50 per cent 
in dwellings less than 15 years 
old 

Most conversions were not 
part of other home remodeling 
projects. Cost for installing a 
new system and adding 
insulation averaged about 
$ 1 , 200 . 

Tlie survey characterized 
these conversions as a 
“matter of choice,” not need. 
A higher percentage of 
respondents changed 
“because they wanted a more 
modern system,” than 
because “the old system was 
worn out.” Homes with 
“preference” conversions 
were mainly owned by couples 
in the 40-plus group with 
children still living at home. 
About 15 per cent of the 
owners were retired. 

Once the decision to convert 
had been made. 65 per cent 
said they did not even consider
